MONTANA  ADOLESCENT 
HEALTH  SURVEY 


The  OPI  AIDS  Education  Program  will  be  sponsor- 
ing an  invitation-only  training  workshop  at  Jorgenson's 
Holiday  Motel  in  Helena  on  August  6-9,  1990.  Partici- 
pants for  the  workshop  have  been  selected  through  a 
process  involving  Montana  school  administrators. 

Superintendents  and  principals  were  asked  to 
nominate  a  candidate  from  their  district  that  possessed 
the  qualities  necessary  to  coordinate  and  present 
teacher  training  workshops  in  their  regional  areas. 
These  candidates  must  be  willing  to  present  at  least  four 
workshops  that  would  include  program  development, 
curriculum  issues  and  policy  issues  concerning  HIV/ 
AIDS  education,  as  well  as  general  information  involv- 
ing the  prevention  and  transmission  of  the  HIV  virus. 

Joining  the  OPI  AIDS  education  staff  in  this  effort 
are  trainersf  rom  ETR  Associates  in  Santa  Cruz,  Califor- 
nia. ETR  has  been  involved  in  family  life  education  and 
sexuality  education  for  many  years  and  has  incorpo- 
rated HIV/AIDS  education  into  its  repertoire  of  educa- 
tional capacities.  ETR  focuses  on  training  techniques, 
implementation  of  educational  materials  and  activitiesto 
use  in  the  classroom.  ETR  trainers  have  done  much  of 
the  teacher  training  endorsed  by  the  Centers  for  Disease 
Control. 

The  OPI  AIDS  Education  Department  would  like  to 
thank  all  the  nominees  and  the  school  administrators 
who  submitted  applications  for  these  trainer  positions. 
The  applications  have  been  reviewed  and  the  selected 
candidates  and  their  superintendents  will  be  notified 
shortly.  A  complete  list  of  the  trainers  will  be  available  to 
all  Montana  schools  after  July  1 , 1 990. 


The  results  of  the  Montana  Adolescent  Health  Sur- 
vey conducted  by  Healthy  Mothers,  Healthy  Babies,  the 
Montana  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sci- 
ences, the  Montana  Office  of  Public  Instruction  and  the 
University  of  Washington  have  been  released  and  are 
availablef  rom  the  AIDS  Education  Program  at  the  Off  ice 
of  Public  Instruction. 

Two  thousand  five  hundred  seventy-one  seventh 
grade,  tenth  grade  and  twelfth  grade  students  in  Mon- 
tana schools  were  randomly  selected  to  participate  in 
this  survey  which  dealt  with  primary  worries  and  con- 
cerns of  youth;  social  and  mental  health;  risk-taking 
behaviors;  nutrition  and  eating  behaviors;  alcohol,  to- 
bacco, and  other  substance  use,  and  sexual  behavior. 
The  results  of  the  survey  provide  information  that  is  vital 
to  the  health  awareness  of  Montana  youth  and  adoles- 
cents. With  this  information,  youth-serving  agencies  and 
institutions  are  betterableto  initiate  appropriate  preven- 
tion and  intervention,  and  focus  on  the  range  and  pat- 
terns of  motivations  and  behavior  practice.
